Gentlemen, the repeated calls “ go on” give me li­ 
cense to pursue for the moment the train of thoughts 
which crowd upon the mind. 
On occasions like the present, we are instantly hur­ 
ried back to the epoch we celebrate. 
The mind is not 
satisfied with that, as a final resting place, hut feel* it- 
celf immediately invited to go still further hack, and re­ 
fresh the memory with a recollection of the striking in­ 
cidents in the character of the individuals whose achieve­ 
ments we 
what has become of the individuals most 
on the memorable day ? 
Thanks to a kind Providence, 
many of them yet live. 
«Some continuing their useful­ 
ness to the country in stations of honor and trust ; oth­ 
ers in private life are enjoying the fruits of their own 
industry, under the protection of their own Govern­ 
ment, “ where there are none to molest or make them 
afraid.”

He was resolved on defence, and bravely 
refused all propositions to treat with the enemy ; and 
by establishing martial law, cut off all 
intercourse with 
them. 
He entreated the ladies to remain in ti e city as 
a pledge for the exertions of the men for its protection. 
He then called upon the husband to fight for his wife ; 
the son for his mother ; the brother for his sister ; young 
gentlemen for their sweethearts— the objects of their 
warmest affections and future hopes ; and all for their 
country, and their rights ; and gave assurance to all, 
that the city should be defended against the foe, and 


in some measure prepared to do justice to his achieve­ 
ments ; but these sources of information have been de­ 
nied to most of us.
